■ a Karishly-lit night-time rao%'ie set. Except that there was nothing fictional about the cam- 
age. 

.Ji' The one-fltory brick plant of the J. J. O'Connor corporation at D32 cast Pico boulevard, 
K- a mile from the center of downtown Los Angeles, blow apart in a blinding flash of chem- 
''. , icals nt 9:45 a. m. yesterday. But it was hours before a clear picture of the disaster could bo 
pieced together. 

,' Police nnd fire officials finally agreed that it was caused by the detonation of perchloric 
acid, an extremely unstable substance kept under pres.*>ure in refrigeration because at 
M room temperature it is a seething, heavy liquid. But how the acid wna set off remained a 

mystery.

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THAT ROAD TO FILER 
The Tlme3-News hu been given auunmcA 
that thf state highway department will make 
d conscientious attempt to put the new road 
between Twin Falls and Filer In good condi- 
tion at the earliest opportunity. 

The district highway -engineer and oiricials 
of the state highway department at Boise 
have checked up on the road and expect to 
announce in the near future Jlut what work 
will be done this spring to compensate for 
the faulty construction that was rushed to 
completion before the election last November. 

Soon after work was finished on' the road 
last fall tt became apparent that It was a 
makeshift affair In several respects. It was 
not designed with sufficient "crown" In the 
first place to provide adequate drainage. In 
several places along the new stretch ot road- 
way, the water stands In pools Instead of 
draining off following o rain. Anyone familiar 
'With highway construction knows what that 
means, and what may be expected as a rcsulL 
Other sections ot the new highway ore 
rough and In some places holes already have 
appeared. Instead of building an entirely new 
road, the old highway was widened, and In 
resurfacing the old and new sections a dis- 
tinct rldgo was left for considerable distances 
in many places where these areas Joined. 

On top of all that, the asphalt road mix was 
spread too Ute In the season, when It was 
much too cold to get a well-smoothed surface. 

Mow, Instead of needing only to apply a 
final seal coot, which would be the customary 
follow-up after a good Job,of road construc- 
tion, the state highway departmeht has a real 
problem on its hands. No ordinary seal coat 
alone Is going to make a decent road out of 
this botched-up mess. And the state highway 
department realizes that Twin Falls county 
is not going to be satisfied with the type of 
patchwork that Is usually employed on old, 
worn-out roads. 

Bere la an oubttandlng example of the In- 
etJldency which the Times-News has called 
to Its readers* attention repeatedly. It demon-, 
strates^conduslvely how money Is wasted un- 
der our present system of a politically-con- 
trolled highway deportment 

That's why this newspaper for years has 
advocated that the highway department bo 
-taken entirely but of pollUcs; that 'ta per- 
sonnel t)e selected and maintained on a merit 
basis, instead of the department being used 
as an employment exchange to provide Jobs 
for political hacks following every election. 

True, the present administration Is not. re- 
sponsible lor this road between Twin Folia 
and Filer. But since this la one of the most 
heavily traveled sections of U. 8. 30, the de- 
partment has Inherited the embarrassing re- 
sponsibility of protecting as best It can the 
Investment which the state already has sunk 
In the project. 
Being forced to sink a lot more money on 
' -this road Is unfortunate, but failure to do so 
would be many more times as expensive. 



THOSE FOUR CHAPLAINS 
The bonds of human fellowship are never 
stronger than when mankind lights tor Its 
own preservation In times of war. But for 
soma strange reason these bonds begin to 
weaken as soon as hostilities cease. And 
hatreds and prejudices once more start to 
fester. 

American Brotherhood week could recall 
thousands of wartime experiences that would 
warm our hearts, but unfortunately moat of 
these harrowing Incidents arc all but for- 
gotten; 

For example, let's refresh our memories 
with a Wartime tragedy which occurred In 
February. 1M3, when an army transport was 
sunk by a German submarine. 

Four chaplains— two Protestant ministers, 
a Catholic priest, and a rabbi— gave away 
their life preservers, gave away their chance 
to live, so that soldiers without Jackets might 
survive. When last seen the chaplains were 
standing with arms locked, each uttering 
his own prayer. 

Now that we are reminded of this particu- 
lar incident, we can understand and appre- 
ciate the true meaning of fellowship and 
brotherhood. Unless they have forgotten, 
people of every faith ore proud of these four 
chaplains— proud of them as Americans, and 
proud of them as men. 

But there's another side to this gallant 
plcturo of American brotherhood and chiv- 
alry. National surveys show an alarming 
return to prejudice, intolerance and bigotry. 

That trend likely wlU continue unless good 
dtlxeos ot aU faiths take the lead In promot- 
ing what should be every decent person's 
desire to secure for others the same dignity 
and rights ho wants for himself. 

Nothing will do more to preserve that 
democracy which Is the one hope of prcserr- 
inff the TTnlted States as a home of a United 
pewle.

Meanwhile, the Guild and scene 
ot Stem's old editorial employes 
had ceased to praise him and were 
damning him as a unlon-bustlng 
baron of Industry. The OuUd wu 
Infested with communists irom Its 
beginning, especially In New York. 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles. 11 
soon went Into tlie American Teitf 
ntlan of Labor but Inevitably ;olned ' 
the CIO and Its official affections, 
us In the case of S'.em, have been 
whimsical. The editorial or Journal- 
istic workers were swamped long 
ago by Uia admission of other cate, 
gorlcs. Including even hustlers. 

The Stem employes turned out i 
broadside a few wecki ago In which 
they pointed out that Stem sot s 
million dollars worth of free publici- 
ty b>- signing the first contract' with 
the Qulld, won the "friendship," 
meaning ttie coercive power, ot the 
union bo,-Ms, euphemistically known 
M "orgonlicd labor." and received 
"an enormous labor circulation." 

Moreover, the broadside con-e( 
recalled, this contract "helped 
make htm a pon-er In tlie new daot 
at Washington." 

These memoln lerloiuly Impugn 
Mr. Stern's reasons (or sliming the 
first contract. The Oulld had u 
much reason then to auspecl lhat 
Stem had such practical moUvcs for 
his "proRresstve" course as It has 
now. Other publishers and other 
alaft Journalist* perceived the ad- 
vantages to Stem at the time and 
were Just as skeptical ot his Idealism 
as the Qulld Is now. but more honest
